Animals Die Happy in 
View of Spanish 
Dictator. 


DANGEROUS GAME 


Men and Horses More 
to be Pitied Than 
Victim. 


WASHINGTON — Primo de Rivera, 
IIM Spanish dictator, doesn’t think 
kiln fighting so bad, nor the bull to 
he pitied as much aa some seem to 
, believe, according to Alexander P. 
Moore, former United States Ambassa­ 
dor to the court of Spain. 
In an Interview with International 
News Service, Ambassador Moore said 
that the Spalsh dictator had some 
very Interesting views regarding bull 
fighting, Spain's national sport. 
"Primo thinks that those who con­ 
demn bull fighting,* ’says the Ambassa­ 
dor, "do not really understand the 
game. Because after all It is a game, 
and a dangerous one. It Is a game of 
life or death. 
Primo once told me 
th at the bull was not to be pitied after 
all. 
" 'All the world is an ^rena,’ Primo 
bps often told me, ‘and we humans are 
all bulls. 
They put us down In the 
middle of the arena of life and we 
cast’s escape. 
At least the bull has 
five yare of happy life, during which 
he has nothing to worry about and he 
Is well fed and cared for.’ 
"I think this view of the dictator’s 
Is a very interesting one,’’ continues 
Ambassador Moore, "he adds to this 
that the five years of happiness that 
the bull has before he is ready to 
enter the ring Is five years more than 
he, Primo, ever had during which he 
had no worries and care. 
Men Have Hurts, Also 
** ‘You take for Instance the "ban- 
derillos” that are placed in the bull,’ 
argues Primo, ‘They hurt a bit per­ 
haps, but you and all the rest of us 
have the same thing done to us in one 
form or another. It may be gout, neu 
ralgia or headache, but it hurts and 
we can’t escape it any more than can 
the bull.’ ’’ 
The Ambassador himself feels that 
the sport is really a sport and points 
out that after all the fighters do not 
take advantage of the bull by stacking 
him from behind or from the side. 
He points out that all attacking of 
the bull is dorie right over the top of 
the animal’s defense and gives bim 
plenty of chance to defend himself and 
a wonderful opoprtunity to kill the 
attacker. 
"Primo tells me that he has experi­ 
enced in seal life the same sensation 
th at the .bull must ttel when a red 
cape Is flung Before his eyes. 
‘How 
many times,’ says the Dictator, ‘does 
a man’s opponent wave a red cape be­ 
fore him, and how many times does be 
fly into a rage and tear madly in its 
direction. 
I contend it’s no harder 
on the bull.’ ” 
Ambassador admits that the part 
played by the horses is a cruel one 
but points out that originally bull 
fighting was conducted by the farmers 
and the bull raisers themselves and 
that in the early days the farmer 
mounted his horse and was proud to 
keep the bull away from the horse 
with his "pie.” 
“But now,” continues the Ambassa­ 
dor, "the bulla have been improved 
and men have grown weaker. Science 
and cross-breeding have produced a 
wonderful specimen of the bovine race 
whereas men have stopped if not 
grown weaker and it is now impossible 
for a man to keep the bull at a dis­ 
tance. 
The Bull Is Lucky 
"Primo tells me that a bull is 
really happy up to the instant that 
death overtakes him. ‘Man and horse,’ 
says Primo, ‘are the bull's natural 
enemy, and up until the bull receives 
the last thrust of the sword he is as 
happy as can be, because he imagines 
himself the king of the ring. 
He sees 
men and horses run at his approach 
and he sees men jump over the fence 
when he comes rushing at them. 
“ 
‘Men,’ 
concludes 
the 
dictator, 
* never die like that—happy and con­ 
tented and victorious. Men die know­ 
ing they’re beaten and they see death 
approaching, no one fears them, no 
one trembles at their gaze. 
The bull 
dies a victor—the way we all wish we 
might die but know that we cannot. 
No, I do not think the bull needs much 
of our sympathy. 
I think we our­ 
selves need much more pity than the 
“Lucky Bull”. * ”

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Bumps In The Road 


Some of the state highway departments are beginning to 
fine contractors for leaving bumps in a paving job. One state de­ 
ducts, from the money due the contractor, the price of one square 
yard of paving for every variation from the level of more than 
one-quarter of an inch in IO feet of concrete road. The irregulari­ 
ties are measured by a “profilometcr” run over the finished strip 
of roadway. 
There may be anywhere from one to a couple of hundred 
such spots found in a mile. They may seem too small to bother 
about, but they all detract from smooth riding, and every driver 
knows how an apparently insignificant obstacle sometimes gives 
a shock out of all proportion to its size. The worst spots, how­ 
ever, may be not small elevations or holes but smooth, rolling 
bumps. 
The whole subject of bumps needs to be studied scientifi­ 
cally, and the resulting discoveries applied in road-making, espe­ 
cially by repair gangs. 
There is an amazing amount of blundering in road work, ap­ 
parently because repair men gauge the effect of any particulai 
irregularity by the way it looks to a pedestrian, or by the. way it 
would affect a slow vehicle, rather than by its demonstrable effect 
on a rapid-moving automobile. 
As a result, there are spots on 
many roads where 10,000 drivers a day curs* the men responsible 
for that senseless bit of paving. 
This is a matter in which read engineers aud automotive en­ 
gineers should get together and lay down a few’ simple Hiles for 
the observance of construction and repair gangs, with peihaps a 
simple outfit of instruments to test the surface as they go along. 


Parking Licenses 


Here is an idea which may raise a howl from motorists, but 
is likely to interest taxpayers in general. It comes from Boston. 
License motorists for street parking. Charge, say, 55 for 
every car that wants the privilege of parking on the street, and 
make the car carry a special parking tag. 
Then arrest anyone 
found parking without a license, and revoke the license of anyone 
who parks overtime or improperly. 
In this way Boston would obtain a lot of new revenue, much 
Of it from suburbanites who now “enjoy Boston’s advantages 
without paying for them.” 
The city would be able to regulate 
traffic better. There would be less crowding on the streets. Users 
of the streets for storage purposes would pay tor the privilege. 
“Offhand,” says Prof. William B. Munro, professor of munic­ 
ipal government at Harvard, “the idea looks pretty fair to me. 
The automobile owner is getting off more lightly than almost any 
other taxpayer today, considering what he receives. 
Some other cities are said to be considering the plan. If it 
were adopted, some provision should be made for out-of-town vis­ 
itors unfamiliar with the system. And the price should be suited 
to the town. But those are more details. 
The way streets are 
being filled up by automobiles, something may have to be done 
soon along this line.

H. G. W ells has said that greatness 
is shown in “constructive work for 
humanity of a permanent character,” 
and this is one of the essentials to 
be taken into consideration in sub­ 
m itting the name of a hero. The final 
essential Is that in order to stand out 
as the greatest heroes, men and wo­ 
men must have been so profoundly 
influenced by an unselfish and fear­ 
less devotion that they were swept to 
heights which 
human beings other­ 
wise never attain. 
Teachers are urged to keep these 
standards before their pupils while 
the study and discussion is going on.

STATE LIVESTOCK 
LAW EXPLAINED 


Indemnities by the state for animals 
slaughtered because of contagious' or 
infectious diseases are not authorized, 
unless they are slaughtered by order 
of the department of agriculture or its 
agents. This information and an ex­ 
planation of the provisions of the live­ 
stock sanitation law are given in a cir­ 
cular prepared by the department to 
be mailed in response to a vast num- 
•ber of Inquiries from all parts of the 
state. 
No animals are ever ordered slaugh­ 
tered unless it be to arrest the spread 
of disease, it was said. When an ani­ 
mal Is suspected of a communicable 
disease the owner should pursue the 
following course, says the circular: 
“Consult your local veterinarian. 
“If your veterinarian finds that the 
animal is Infected with contagious In­ 
fections or communicable disease, It 
is his duty to report same to the com­ 
missioner of agriculture. 
“The commissioner of 
agriculture 
will designate some competent veter­ 
inarian to take charge of the case as 
his agent.

“I t it is found necessary to slaugh­ 
ter any animal such slaughtering must 
be done under the direction and su­ 
pervision of the commissioner or his 
agents. 
“Animals slaughtered should 
be 
appraised within five days prior to its 
slaughter, basing 
the amount upon 
the market value of the animal at the 
time of its appraisal. 
The manner 
in which the claims for indemnities 
on the slaughtered animals shall be 
made must be in conformity with the 
rules and regulations of the commis 
sioner of agriculture."

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Bumps In The Road 


Some of the state highway departments are beginning to 
line contractors for leaving bumps in a paving job. One state de­ 
ducts, from the money due the contractor, the price of one square 
yard of paving for every variation from the level of more than 
one-quarter of an inch in IO feet of concrete road. The irregulari­ 
ties are measured by a “profilometcr” run over the finished strip 
of roadway. 
There may be anywhere from one to a couple of hunched 
such spots found in a mile. They may seem too small to bother 
about, but they all detract from smooth riding, and every driver 
knows how an apparently insignificant obstacle sometimes gives 
a shock out of all proportion to its size. The worst spots, how­ 
ever, may be not small elevations or holes but smooth, rolling 
bumps. 
. 
The whole subject of bumps needs to be studied scientifi­ 
cally, ®nd the resulting discoveries applied in road-making, espe­ 
cially by repair gangs. 
There is an amazing amount of blundering in road work, ap­ 
parently because repair men gauge the effect of any particular 
irregularity by the way it looks to a pedestrian, or by the way it 
would affect a slow vehicle, rather than by its demonstrable effect 
on a rapid-moving automobile. 
As a result, there are spots on 
many roads where 10,000 drivers a day curs* the men responsible 
for that senseless bit of paving. 
This is a matter in which rend engineers ai.d automotive en­ 
gineers should get together and lay down a few simple Hiles for }u 
the observance of construction and repair gangs, with peihaps a | hj! 
aunple outfit of instruments to test the surfaoe as they go along.

Parking Licenses 


Here is an idea which may raise a howl from motorists, but 
is likely to interest taxpayers in general. It comes from Boston. 
. 
License motorists for street parking. Charge, say, $5 for 
every car that wants the privilege of parking on the street, and 
make the car carry a special parking tag. 
Then arrest anyone 
found parking without a license, and revoke the license of anyone 
who parks overtime or improperly. 
* In this way Boston would obtain a lot of new revenue, much 
of it from suburbanites who now “enjoy Boston’s advantages 
without paying for them.” 
The city would be able to regulate 
traffic better. There would be less crowding on the streets. Users 
of the streets for storage purposes would pay for the privilege. 
“Offhand ” says Prof. William B. Munro, professor of munic­ 
ipal government at Harvard, “the idea looks pretty fair to me. 
The automobile owner is getting off more lightly than almost any 
Other taxpayer today, considering what he receives.’’ 
Some other cities are said to be considering the plan. If it 
were adopted, some provision should be made for out of-town vis­ 
itors unfamiliar with the system. And the price should be suited 
to the town. But those are more details. 
The way streets are 
being filled up by automobiles, something may have to be done 
Boon along this line.

STATE LIVESTOCK 
LAW EXPLAINED 


Indemnities by the state for animals 
slaughtered because of contagious' or 
infectious diseases are not authorised, 
unless they are slaughtered by order 
of the department of agriculture or its 
agents. This information and an ex­ 
planation of the provisions of the live­ 
stock sanitation law are given in a cir­ 
cular prepared by the department to 
be mailed in response to a vast num­ 
b e r of Inquiries from all parts of the 
state. 
No animals are ever ordered slaugh­ 
tered unless it be to arrest the spread 
of disease, it was said. When an ani­ 
mal is suspected of a communicable 
disease the owner should pursue the 
following course, says the circular: 
“Consult your local veterinarian. 
“If your veterinarian finds that the 
animal Is infected with contagious in­ 
fections or communicable disease, It 
is his duty to report same to the com­ 
missioner of agriculture. 
“The commissioner of 
agriculture 
will designate some competent veter­ 
inarian to take charge of the case as 
his agent. 
~~ 
“If it is found necessary to slaugh­ 
ter any animal such slaughtering must 
be done under the direction and su­ 
pervision of the commissioner or hts 
agents. 
“Animals slaughtered should 
be 
appraised within five days prior to Its 
slaughter, basing 
the amount upon 
the market value of the animal at the 
time of its appraisal. The manner 
In which the claims for indemnities 
on the slaughtered animals shall be 
made must be In conformity with the 
rules and regulations of the commis­ 
sioner of agriculture."

Abound in Tennessee 
Clarksville, Tenn.—H. L. Johnson, 
retired 
steamboat 
captain, 
thinks 
Tennessee "cannot be beat” by any 
other state in the production of val­ 
uable archeological relics. 
As archeologist and historian dur­ 
ing GO years, be has assembled a vast 
collection of specimens from the In­ 
dian mounds and former abodes of the 
forgotten stone grave race. 
While "on the river" Captain John­ 
son constructed a boat 74 feet long In 
which he traveled and installed a mu­ 
seum which aroused interest of the 
natives and enabled bim to add val­ 
uable articles. 
Thirteen 
much-hunted 
ceremonial 
dishes of fine quartz, all of which save 
one he found in Tennessee, are in his 
possession. 
“Relics which we are unable to 
Identify we call ceremonials," he ex­ 
plained. 
A valuable specimen of the collec­ 
tion Is a birdstone ornament with 
pearl eyes, one of the six known to be 
in existence. 
A charm he recovered 
was fashioned to set in the fields by 
the Indians to contain grain as an 
omen to the gods to brjng good crops. 
Specimens of arrowheads and spear­ 
heads, some with the famous curved 
points, beautiful ornaments of rose- 
colored quarts, prehistoric tools, Im­ 
ages, carved shells, bead# and many 
other valuable specimens, recovered 
from mounds and graves, also are in­ 
cluded In the collection.

Jimmy Smith, grand old man of the 
bowling game, is making his annual 
exhibition tour, dem onstrating to the 
tenpin public the fine arts of the gen­ 
tle sport.

And despite 
his age—for 
Jimmy 
boasts of some white hairs and quite 
a few years—he has proved his great­ 
ness once more by setting up, on his 
present tour, a new world's record for 
scoring by rolling a total of 7,311 pins 
for 30 games, an average of 243 pins 
to the game. 
When one takes into consideation 
the tact that the average star howler 
who is rated as a first-class man Is 
glad to turn in a 243 game a few 
times a season, Smlth&s achievement 
looms as remarkable indeed. 
Smith is probably the best known 
and greatest match bowler the game 
has produced. His eagerness to meet 
any bowler under “fair" conditions 
has made him popular 
^ 
Sixteen Scores of 300. 
In his career as a bowler Smith Has 
turned in 16 perfect games—16 games 
In which every ball cleaned the alleys 
He holds the world’s record for a 
three-game score in a tournament, a 
mark of 771, made In a tournament 
some 12 or 15 years ago in Toledo. Ot 
In 1911, In the American bowling 
congress tournament, he won every 
event. Nine years later—1920—he du­ 
plicated this feat and now stands as 
the only man ever to accomplish that 
feat twice. 
However, the remarkable part of 
Smith's fame as a bowler Is the fact 
that he has piled up his great records 
while bowling on various and assorted 
alleys from one end of the country to 
the other, and on some in foreign 
lands.

This groove, of course, works to the 
advantage of the home talent. Ordi­ 
narily this does not bother Smith be­ 
cause, having once found the groove 
himself, he can play it. He does, how­ 
ever, discourage the tendency of a few 
devotees of the game to - favor such 
hom e'stars by perm itting their alleys 
to become so “marked.’ 
Hurts the Local Star. 
“This is more unfair to the home 
bowlers than to the visitor, in aw ay,” 
remarked Smith to me several yoars 
ago. “When the local bowler essays 
to try his hand on some foreign alley 


he is entirely at a loss—is unable to 
control his ball. He has perfected the 
proper “hook" to carry the ball down 
a given "groove” and cannot control 
it on a fresh planed alley.” 
Smith, however, -takes the alleys as 
he tinds them. And he takes his scores 
that way, too. An off day fails to per­ 
turb him. He has rolled a few games 
as low as the 162 mark he scored in 
his present tour. 
“It’s no one’s fault but mine when 
they fail to fall,” says Smith. "If you 
hit them right they must go.” 
And usually his next game proves 
his point.

OF ALL INLAND SEAS 


Origin. Long-Standing Enig- 
ma of History. 


Washington.—Mention the Caspian, 
and BrScu and its famous oil field Is 
generally the next thought The dis­ 
covery of an ancient submerged city 
near the great petroleum center re­ 
cently, however, directs attention to 
the long-standing enigma concerning 
the origin and history of this largest of 
all inland seas. 
“In the earliest periods of recorded 
time tie Caspian sea was thought to 
be part of the great 'stream of ocean* 
surrounding the habitable earth," says 
u bulletin from the Washington head­ 
quarters of the National Geographic 
society. “Herodotus, the Greek Baede­ 
ker, mentions a visit to It In B. C. 458, 
when it was an even greater mystery 
than today, for then no one knew its 
extent. 
Part of an Ancient 8aa7 
“Some authorities claim that the 
Caspian had Its origin In a great in­ 
land sea, an Astatic Mediterranean, 
with an outlet to the Arctic ocean. In 
support of the Arctic outlet it is pointed 
out that seals are still bunted in the 
Caspian and there are other forms of 
life which show evidence of Arctic an­ 
cestry. It is srgned that the Caspian 
owes Its present 
size to 
climatic 
changes and evaporation. That the seq 
has reached other levels is evident by 
the number of terraces that can be 
seen back from the coast. However, to 
complicate matters, the weak develop­ 
ment of the terraces Indicates that the 
sea did not stand at any one level for 
a long time. Walls and cities, snob as 
those just discovered, have been found 
In many sections underneath the sur­ 
face, an Indication that the level of 
the water was even lower at one pe­ 
riod than It is now. 
“Shifting shore lines are not the 
only eccentricities of the Caspian. Al­ 
though 85 feet below the level of Its 
neighbor, the Black sea, and with no 
known or possible outlet, the Caspian 
is less than half as salty. It is only 
three-eighths as salty as the ocean. 
Furthermore, the northern part, which 
receives large quantities of fresh, wa­ 
ter from the Volga, Ural and Terek 
rivers, Is so slightly salty the water 
is quite'drinkable. 
•“The Bln^k sea, with approximately 
an equal surface and almost the same 
climatic conditions, not only retains a 
constant level but Is continually dis­ 
charging at the Dardanelles.

Fresh and 8aIt-Water Fishes. 
“No other Inland body of water Is so 
richly stocked with fish, nor has as 
wide a range of species. The Caspian 
presents an Intermingling of salt and 
fresh-water forms. 
Before the World 
war the annual catch, Including the 
seals of Krasnovodsk bay, was valued 
at more than five million dollars. 
“With an area equal to that of the 
state of California, or more than all 
the Greet Lakes combined, the Caspian 
sea today occupies the deepest part of 
a great depression situated to the west 
and south of the Ural mountains. The 
northern or fresh-water half Is shal­ 
low, nowhere reaching a depth of more 
than 118 feet. The southern half, how­ 
ever, Is cut by two deep depressions 
and soundings have reached 8,000 feet. 
Both the north and the east coasts are 
flat and hard to approach. The Cau­ 
casus mountains on the west end the 
Elburz on the southern, or Persian, 
shore are closh to the sea and leave 
only a narrow coastal strip. 
On this 
strip are most of the important cities 
of the region. 
“Taken as a whole, the Caspian is 
not an attractive body of water. 
Its 
shores are as barren as the granite 
boulders of Its bordering mountains. 
As there Is no fresh water above or be­ 
low the surface of the ground near the 
southern coasts, the inhabitants mfst 
bring drinking water from long dis­ 
tances or condense sea water. One of 
tile distinguishing features of towns 
along this part of the Caspian sea is 
the floating condenser plant, usually 
a worn-out steamer or sailing vessel. 
Baku, Near-East Tampico. 
“Baku, capital of the new soviet re­ 
public of Aserbsijan, is the largest city 
on the sea and the center of a prosper­ 
ous, busy oil region. Its surroundings 
are like those of the nitrate towns 
along the coast of Chile, only the set­ 
tlements are more numerous and bet­ 
ter built. 
Before the war Baku was 
one of the -most important cities in the 
Russian empire, although Its popula 
tion was composed principally of Per­ 
sians and Armenians. The damage it 
suffered during the conflict has been 
repaired and it Is rapidly regaining Its 
place among the great petroleum cen 
ters of the world. 
Baku also Is the 
home port for most of the great mer­ 
chant fleet on the sea, and, since the 
construction of the Trans-Caucasian 
railroad, has been the chief trans-ship­ 
ment point on the routes to northern 
Persia and Turkestan. 
"Projects to connect the Caspian 
with the Black sea. or its adjunct, the 
Sea of Azov, h a v e , b e e n , [> res® nted a1 


moif af often as those for tunnels or 
bridges in the English channel. Peter 
the Great had a plan to cut a canal be­ 
tween the Volga and the Don rivers, 
where oniy a slight rise in the land 
prevents the Volga from turning west, 
Instead of southeast, as now. In lpoo^1 
Russian engineers discussed a more 
direct canal, from Astrakhan, the great 
city at the month of the Volga, and 
Taganrog, on the Sea of Azov. But so 
far, these projects have gone no farth­ 
er than the round-table.*’ 


Finest Aztec Youths 
Sacrificed to Gods 
Philadelphia.—Modern ideas ou com­ 
pulsory religious education advocated 
as a measure to be enforced by all civ­ 
ilized peoples is a return to the so­ 
called barbaric educational ideas of 
the Aztec Indians of Mexico, accord­ 
ing to Dr. A. Irving Hallowell, mem­ 
ber of the department of anthropology 
of the University of Pennsylvania. 
“Education of the children began 
early and consisted primarily of a 
knowledge of ritual for the boys and 
of the art of making ceremonial robes 
for the gods by the girls,” Doctor Hal­ 
lowell declared. “It «as under the fear 
of sacrifice-demanding gods that an 
Aztecan child grew to manhood, lf be 
was not sacrificed In infancy.’* 
The* sun god was the principal deity 
of the Astecs. This sun god, or Tonn- 
tulh, was sn abstract deity who mani­ 
fested himself through various lesser 
deities. His abode was upon the sub­ 
stratum of ether below that of the All- 
Father, who was a somewhat indistinct 
deity with the qualities of omniscience, 
Invisibility, Incorporeality and perfec­ 
tion. A young man of perfect physical 
proportions, who was a slave or a cap­ 
tive of war, was prepared for tile sac­ 
rifice made once a year to the sun god

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Bumps In H ie Road 


Some of the state highway departments are beginning to 
fine contractors for leaving bumps in a paving job. One state de 
ducts, from the money due the contractor, the price of one square 
yard of paving for every variation from the level of more than 
one-quarter of an inch in IO feet, of concrete road. The irregulari­ 
ties are measured by a “profiknniter” run over the finished strip 
of roadway. 
There may be anywhere from one to a couple of hundred 
puch spots found in a mile. 
They may seem too small to bother 
about, but they all detract from smooth riding, and every driver 
knows how an apparently insignificant obstacle sometimes gives 
a shock out of all proportion to its size. 
The worst spots, how­ 
ever, may be not small elevations or holes hut smooth, rolling 
bumps. 
The whole subject of bumps needs to be studied scientifi­ 
cally, and the resulting discoveries applied in road-making, espe­ 
cially by repair gangs. 
There is an amazing amount of blundering in road work, ap­ 
parently because repair men gauge the effect of any particular 
irregularity by the way it looks to a pedestrian, or by the way it 
would affect a slow vehicle, rather than by its demonstrable el feet 
on a rapid-moving automobile. 
As a result, there are spots on 
many roads where 10,000 drivers a day curse the men responsible 
for that senseless bit of paving. 
This is a matter in which read engineers aid automotive en­ 
gineers should get together and lay down a few simple rules for 
the observance of construction and repair gangs, with perhaps a 
simple outfit of instruments to test the surface as they go along.

Parking Licenses 


Here is ar. idea which may raise a howl from motorists, but 
is likely to interest taxpayers in general. It comes from Boston. 
License motorists for street parking. 
Charge, say, $5 for 
every car that wants the privilege of parking on the street, and 
make the car carry a special parking tag. 
Then arrest anyone 
found parking without a license, and revoke the license of anyone 
who parks overtime or improperly. 
In this way Boston would obtain a lot of new revenue, much 
of it from su bu rb anites who now “enjoy Bostons advantages 
without paving for them.” 
The city would be able to regulate 
traffic better. There would be less crowding on the streets. Users 
of the streets for storage purpose's would pay for the privilege. 
“Offhand,” savs Prof. William B. Munro, professor of munic­ 
ipal government at Harvard, “the idea looks pretty fair to me. 
The automobile owner is getting off more lightly than almost any 
other taxpayer today, considering what he receives. 
Some other cities are said to be considering the plan. 
If it 
were adopted, some provision should be made for out of-town vis­ 
itors unfamiliar with the system. 
And the price should be suited 
to the town. 
But those are more details. 
The way streets are 
being filled up by automobiles, something may have to be done 
soon along this line.

Bumps In The Road 


Some of the state highway departments are beginning to 
line contractors for leaving bumps in a paving job. One state de 
ducts, from the money due the contractor, the price of one square 
yard of paving for every variation from the level of more than 
one-quarter of an inch in IO feet of concrete road. The irregulari­ 
ties are measured by a "profilometer” run over the finished strip 
of roadway. 
There may be anywhere from one to a couple of hundred 
such spots found in a mile. 
They may seem too small to bother 
about, but they all detract from smooth riding, and every driver 
knows how an apparently insignificant obstacle sometimes gives 
a shock out of all proportion to its size. 
The worst spots, how­ 
ever, may be not small elevations or holes but smooth, rolling 
bumps. 
The whole subject of bumps needs to be studied scientifi­ 
cally, and the resulting discoveries applied in road-making, espe­ 
cially by repair gangs. 
There is an amazing amount of blundering in road work, ap­ 
parently because repair men gauge the effect ol any particular 
irregularity by the way it looks to a pedestrian, or by the way it 
would affect a slow vehicle, rather than by its demonstrable el feet 
on a rapid-moving automobile. 
As a result, there are s p o ts on 
many roads where 10,000 drivers a day curse the men responsible 
for that senseless bit of paving. 
This is a matter in which read engineers aud automotive en­ 
gineers should get together and lay down a few’ simple rules for 
the observance of construction and repair gangs, with perhaps aj 
simple outfit of instruments to test the surface as th*\v go along. I

Parking Licenses 


Here is an idea which may raise a howl from motorists, but 
is likely to interest taxpayers in general. It comes from Boston. 
License motorists for street parking. 
Charge, say, $5 for 
every car that wants the privilege of parking on the street, and 
make the car carry a special parking tag. 
Then arrest anyone 
found parking without a license, and revoke the license of anyone 
who parks overtime or improperly. 
In this way Boston would obtain a lot of new revenue, much 
of it from suburbanites who now "enjoy Bostons advantages 
without paying for them " 
The city would be able to regulate 
traffic better. There would be less crowding on the streets. Users 
of the streets for storage purposes would pay for the privilege. 
"Offhand,” says Prof. William B. Munro, professor of munic­ 
ipal government at Harvard, "the idea looks pretty fair to me. 
The automobile owner is getting off more lightly than almost any 
other taxpayer today, considering what he receives." 
Some other cities are said to be considering the plan. 
If it 
were adopted, some provision should be made for out-of-town vis- 
Hors u nfam iliar with the system. 
And the price should be surfed 
to the town. 
But those are more details. 
The way streets ale 
being filled up bv automobiles, something may have to be done 
soon along this line.

STATE LIVESTOCK 
LAW EXPLAINED 


Indem nities by the state for anim als 
slaughtered because of contagious or 
infectious diseases are not authorised, 
unless they are slaughtered by order 
of the departm ent of agriculture or its 
agents. 
T his inform ation and an ex­ 
planation of the provisions of the live­ 
stock sanitation law are given in a cir­ 
cular prepared by the d epartm ent to 
be mailed in response to a vast num- 
-ber of Inquiries from all parts of the 
stat#. 
No anim als are ever ordered slaugh­ 
tered unless it be to arrest the spread 
of disease, it was said. W hen an ani­ 
mal is suspected of a com m unicable 
disease the ow ner should pursue the 
following course, says the circu lar: 
“Consult your local veterinarian. 
“If your veterinarian finds th a t th# 
anim al is Infected with contagion# In­ 
fections or com m unicable disease, It 
Is his duty to report sam e to the com ­ 
m issioner of agriculture. 
“The com m issioner of 
agriculture 
will designate some com petent v ete r­ 
inarian to take charge of the case as 
his agent. 
“If it is found necessary to slaugh­ 
ter any anim al such slaughtering m ust 
be done under the direction and su­ 
pervision of the com m issioner o r his 
agents. 
“A nim als 
slaughtered 
should 
be 
appraised w ithin five days prior to Its 
slaughter, basing 
the 
am ount upon 
the m arket value of the anim al at the

Jimm y Smith, grand old man of the 
bowling game, is making his annual 
exhibition tour, dem onstrating to the 
tenpin public the fine arts of the gen­ 
tle sport. 
And despite 
his age—for 
Jimmy 
boasts of some white hairs and quite 
a few years—he has proved his great­ 
ness once more by setting up. on his 
present tour, a new world's record for 
scoring by rolling a total of 7,311 pins 
for 30 games, an average of 243 pins 
to the game. 
W hen one takes into consideation 
the fact that the average star howler 
who is rated as a first-class man is 
glad to turn in a 243 game a few 
times a season, SmithSs achievement 
looms as rem arkable indeed. 
Smith is probably the best known 
and greatest match bowler the game 
has produced. 
His eagerness to meet 
any bowler under "fair’* conditioas 
has m ade him popular 
Sixteen Scores of 300. 


Smith long ago learned to know th e )h e is entirely at a loss—is unable to 
“feel" of any alley almost on the first 
ball. 
Failure 
of th at first ball to

clearly the

"groove" in the alley. 
This groove, of course, works to the 
advantage of the home talent.

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CASPIAN IS LARGEST 
OF ALL INLAND SEAS 


Origin Long-Standing Enig­ 
ma of History. 


Washington.-- Mention the Caspian, 
anti Baku arni IU fa no us oil field Is 
generally the nest thought, 
The dis­ 
covery of an ancient submerged city 
near the great petroleum center re 
centiar, ho*-e\er, directs attention to 
the long standing enigma 
concerning 
the origin him! history o f this largest of 
ail inland seas. 
"In the earliest periods of recorded 
time toe Caspian sen was thought to 
be part of the great 'stream of ocean* 
surrounding the habitable earth," Bays 
n bulletin from the Washington head­ 
quarters of the National Geographic 
society, 
"Herodotus, the Greek Baede­ 
ker, mentions a visit to It In B. C 45l» 
when it was an even greater mystery 
than today, for then no one knew Its 
extent. 
Part of an Ancient 8sa? 
“Some authorities claim that the 
Caspian had Its origin In a great In 
land sea, an Asiatic Mediterranean, 
with an outlet to the Arctic ocean. In 
support of the Arctic outlet it is pointed 
out that seals are still hunted In the 
Caspian and there are other forms of 
life which show evidence of Arctic an­ 
cestry. 
It is argued that the Caspian 
owes 
Its 
present 
size 
to 
climatic 
changes and evaporation. That the seq 
has reached other levels Is evident by 
the number of terraces that can be 
seen back from the const. However, to 
complicate mutters, the weak develop­ 
ment of the terraces Indicates that the 
sea did not stand at any one level for 
a long time. 
Walls and cities, such as 
those Just discovered, have been found 
In ninny sections underneath the sur­ 
face, an Indication that the level of 
Hie water was even lower at one pe­ 
riod than It la now. 
“Shifting shore lines are not the 
only eccentricities of the Caspian. Al­ 
though 85 feet below the level of its 
neighbor, the Black sea, nnd with no 
known or possible outlet, the Caspian 
is less than half as salty. 
It Is only 
three-eighths as salty as the ocean. 
Furthermore, the northern part, which 
receives large quantities of fresh wa­ 
ter from the Volga, Ural and Terek 
rivers, Is so slightly salty the water 
is quite'drinkable. 
"The Black sea, with approximately 
an equal surface and almost the same 
climatic conditions, not only retains a 
constant level but is continually dis­ 
charging at the Dardanelles.

“No other inland body of water Is so 
richly stocked with Ash, nor has ss 
wide a range of species.

seals of Krasnovodek bay, was valued 
at more than Ave million dollars. 
“With an area equal to that of the 
state of California, or more than all 
the Great Lakes combined, the Caspian 
sea today occupies the deepest part of 
a greaf depression situated to the west 
and south of the Urnl mountains. The 
northern or fresh water half Is shal­ 
low, nowhere reaching a depth of more 
than 118 feet. The southern half, how­ 
ever. Is cut by two deep depressions 
and soundings have reached 8,(100 feet. 
Both the north and the east coasts are 
Ast and hard to approach. 
The Cau­ 
casus mountains on the west and the 
Klburz on the southern, or Persian, 
shore are clogfe to the sea and leave 
only a narrow coastal strip. 
On this 
strip are most of the important cities 
of the region. 
"Taken as a whole, the Caspian Is 
not an attractive body of water. 
Its 
shores are as barren as the granite 
boulders of Its bordering mountains. 
As there Is no fresh water above or be 
low the surface of the ground near the 
southern coasts, the Inhabitants mflst 
bring drinking water from long dis­ 
tances or co rid A te sea water. 
One of 
tile distinguishing features of towns 
along this part of the Caspian sen Is 
the floating condenser plant, usually 
a worn-out steamer or sailing vessel. 
Baku, Near-East Tampico. 
“Baku, capital of the new soviet re­ 
public of Azerbaijan, la the largest city 
on the sea and the center of a prosper­ 
ous, busy oil region Its surroundings 
are like those of the nitrate towns 
along the coast of Chile, only the set­ 
tlements are more numerous and bet­ 
ter built. 
Before the war Baku was 
one of the most Important cities In the 
Russian empire, although Its popula 
tlon was composed principally of Per 
alans and Armenians.

er than the round-table.** 


Finest Aztec Youth* 
Sacrificed to Gods 
Philadelphia.—Modern ideas on com 
pulsory religious education advocated 
as a measure to be enforced by all civ­ 
ilized peoples is a return to the so­ 
called barbaric educational ideas of 
the Aztec Indians of Mexico, accord­ 
ing to Dr. A. Irving Hallowell, mem­ 
ber of the department of anthropology 
of the University of Pennsylvania. 
“Education of the children began 
early and consisted 
prlmarfty of a 
knowledge of ritual for the boys and 
of the art of making ceremonial robes 
for the gods by the girls,” Doctor Hal­ 
lowell declared. “It was under the fear 
of sacrifice-demanding gods that hii 
Aztecan child grew to manhood, if he 
was not sacrificed In infamy." 
T he’sun god was the principal deity 
of the Aztecs. This sun god, or Turin- 
tuih, was an abstract deity who mani­ 
fested himself through various lesser 
deities. 
His abode was upon the sub­ 
stratum of ether below that of the All- 
Father, who was a somewhat Indistinct 
deity with the qualities of omniscience. 
Invisibility, incorporeality and perfec­ 
tion. A young man of perfect physical 
proportions, who was a slave or a cap­ 
tive of war, was prepared for the anc 
rI fire made once a year to the sun god.
